Ruiners of a Ring

According to one current story three
of the foremost Jockeys a steeplechase
owner a trainer and a wellknown
plunger are banded together and they
are enriching themselves at tho public
loss by putting up occasional shoo In
races The tolerance of the steeplechase
trickery Is hurting racing more than all
the reformers put together and unless
it It chocked within the next year a
scandal which will shako tho turf struc-
ture to its foundation may develop

The trouble seems to be with jthe half-
hearted administration of incompetent
stewards These stewards are compl-
imentary They are members of the
National Hunt and Steeplechase Asso-
ciation and are often selected ten min-
utes before a race the regular stewards
of the fiat racing having no jurisdiction
over the jumping races There is no
system or earnestness in their work
with the result that the freebooters run
rough shod over them A notorious
fact is seen in an incident early this
year at Aqeduct whcro single
steward viewed a steeplechase contest
There were none at the track to preside

Cove will be cut out and tho big fea-

The club fleet will rendezvous at Glen
Cove on Thursday August 8 On Fri-
day the flcetwUl race over a prescribed
course aggregating probably thirty
miles and finishing it Huntington The
course will be quadrangular in all prob-
ability taking tho boats to the west-
ward of Glen Cove and returning east-
ward later On Saturday August 10

the secondjJay out an early start will
be made to New London The fleet
will Ho at New London over Sunday-
as usual and proceed eastward on
Monday morning

The first run from New London on
August 12 will be as usual to New-
port but Instead of laying there and
racing for the big cups the fleet will
proceed on August 13 to Vineyard Haven
and return to Newport the next day
Then on August 15 the Astor Cup race
will be held and on August 16 the Kings
Cup race The Astor Cups will be two
one for sloops and one for schooners
racing on full time allowance each In
one class without time limit while the
Kings Cup will be open to sloops of
over waterline and schooners
of over sixtyfoot waterline racing to-

gether with full time in a mixed class
without limit Tho cruise will end at
Newport on SaturC y August 17 with
races in the hnrbor for the gamecock
and owl oolors

The chances are that there will be a
bigger racing fleet both for schooners
and sloops than ever before More
measurements have been med than for
any previous cruise at this time while
the accompanying fleet of steamers will
probably be larger than ever

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NEW YORK July 31 Information
has reached bankers hero that Japan
has been negotiating for a loan of 15
003000 The negotiations have been with
bankers abroad and advices from Ber-
lin Indicate that at least so far as Ger-

many Is concerned these negotiations
have tailed It is stated that on account
of the prejudice existing against Japan
in Germany no bank would entertain
the proposition

Bearing upon the Japanese financial
situation an extraordinary tale has been
circulating In Wall street that as a
matter of fact Japan does not need any
fresh money to carrry on a war with
the United Stats or any other country
but that she still has on hand virtually
all of the enormous sums raised by her
through foreign loans at the time

war with Russia
According to the Wall Street report

Japan had been saving for eight or ten
years tho needed to carry on the
Russian war and the talk of her need
Ing additional money for that war was
a blind She placed her big loans In

the United States and Great Britain
during the Russian war not because she
needed additional money but to create
sentiment in her favor In financial quar-

ters and to gain In both countries a fol-

lowing of bondholders who might at
needful times raise up their voices In
her favor

She floated In this country alone 207

000000 of various bonds and much more
was placed In Great Britain and some
other European countries Now

to those Wall Street men who pro-
fess to believe the tale of Japan really
being fltfsh with money Instead of poor
she Is attempting to work up some more

bondholders sentiment by trying to
j float of bonds In
Europe notably in France and Ger-
many

This story of an overwhelming secret
